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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 19 - 21 , filed May 27, 2009, with respect to 
claims 1 - 18, 20, 22, and 24 - 38 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 1 - 9, 13, 15, 17, 18, 20, 22, 24, 25, and 27 - 32 has been withdrawn. 
The objection to claims 10, 12, 14, and 16 has also been withdrawn. Claims 3, 8 - 10, 
13, and 15 have been cancelled. Claim 1 is allowable as it includes the allowable 
subject matter from previous claim 10. Claims 2, 4 - 7, 12, 17, 18, 20, 22, 24, 25, and 27 
- 32 are allowable as they depend from allowable claim 1 . Claims 14 and 16 have been 
written in independent form and are also allowable. Claims 1 1 , 26, and 33 - 38 were 
indicated to be allowable in the previous office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,2, 4 -7, 11, 12, 14, 16 - 18, 20, 22, and 24 - 38 are allowed.
